GOVERNOR EXPECTS 

TROUBLE TO BLOW OVER. 

Ios Angeles, November 16.—Gov- 
ernor Richardson, located here to- 
night on his way to Sacramento, ex- 
pressed the belief that Inyo eounty 
authorities would be able to handle 
the Los Angeles aqueduct situation 
without the expense and inconven- 
ience of ordering out state troops and 
predicted that the trouble probably 
would “blow over” in a few days. 

“When I get to Sacramento in the 
morning,” he said, “I will take up 
the matter of the sheriff's message.” 

The governor is scheduled to ar- 
tive in Sacramento at 9:30 o'clock 
tomorrow. 

Sheriff Collins dictated to the As- 
sociated Press his appeal to the gov- 
ernor over long distance’ telephone 
from Independence. county seat of 
Inyo county, as follows: 

“Governor Friend W. Richardson: 

“Approximately 100 citizens have 
opened the Ios Angeles aqueduct 
waste gates and are spilling the wa- 
ter of the aqueduct into Owers river. 
They are standing guard over the 
head gate and resisting all efforts to 
close it. All efforts to disperse the 
party have failed. Confident the party 
will disperse and bloodshed be avert- 
ed only by the arrival of state troops, 
I urge that troops be sent immedi- 
ately. Wocation of party five miles 
north of Lone Pine. 

“CC. C. COLLINS. 
“Sheriff of Inyo County.” 


Valley water feud which flared up 
again today near Lone Pine, 200 
miles north ‘of here, in a raid on the 
Los Angeles aqueduct by unidentified 
men and the diversion into the Owens 
river of practically the entire flow 
of the pipe line supplying this city, 
is an affair of some 20 years’ stand- 
ing. 

Trouble began almost with the tn- 
ception of the plan’ to tring water 
to Los Angeles from mountains 250 
miles away. From the point of view 
of the city, the building of the aque- 
duet was an engineering feat that 
made possible all that Los Angeles is, 
today, by averting the water short- 
age that otherwise would have been 
created by the city’s stesdy inerease 
in population. From the point of 
view of many Owens Valley ranchers 
and business men, however, the aque- 
duet was a long arm that reached 
out and appropriated for tos Angeles 
the water supply without which 
Owens Valley’s. prosperity could not 
continue. 

Feud Flames Are Fed. 

Numerous suits were brought 
against the citv by ranchers and irri- 
gation companies, seeking to prevent 
the sinking of wells and diversion of 
streams to supply the aqueduct. They 
contend that by buying a part of the 
land and water rights in Owens Val- 
levy the city was in fact jeopardizing 
agricultural development eu the re- 
maining Iands and by cortinuing its 
policy of “piecemeal purchase” would 
eventually ¢ause all Owens Valley to 
revert to desert. 

Litigation so far has intensified 
rather than banished the feud and last 
May the people of Los Angeles were 
startled to learn that a section of their 
aqueduct had been dynamited near 
Lone Pine. 

The damage caused was nominal. 
but aroused city officials to new ef- 
forts to reach a peaceful settlement

ly enacted federal legislation, for the 
purpose of extending financial aid 
in worthy cases. This is an advanced 
step and ought to meet with hearty 
support. A bank thus organized, 
with” only $100,000 paid-in capital, 
will have facilities by law and fed- 
eral cooperation for extending 
credits to the maximum limit of 
$1,000,000. It is proposed that the 
bank in process of organization shall 
be confined largely, if not exclu- 
sively, to the peach interests, and 
located in the heart of the belt. In 
that event it is felt that the credit 
facilities will be ample. 

Coupled with this, of course, will 
be the standardization of quality and 
the systematic distribution, so that 
no market shall be glutted during 
the shipping season, while another is 
Starved. 

If carried out to the letter, these 
are the ideas of growing and mar- 
keting that will put Georgia on a 
parity with California. This state 
has been damaged, and the peach in- 
terests more so, by shipping the 
earlier, inferior, tasteless, colorless 
varieties under the Georgia peach 
label in order to catch early quota- 
tions, They have advertised the real 
Georgia peach, the later varieties, to 
their serious disadvantage. 

Two other essentials are outstand- 
ing: One is to utilize the culls— 
which should never be shipped—in 
the manufacture of by-products, of 
which there are many with easy 
consumptive markets. To illustrate, 
jams, preserves, marmalades, fruit ; 
flavors, etc. The other is to capital- 
ize, by advertising trade-mark stand- 
ards. To illustrate, the “sun-kissed 
raisin” is a premium product because 
the California Raisin Growers’ Asso- 
ciation believes in capitalizing a 
trade-mark along with maintaining a 
Standard.

Correctly Stating 
Southern History 


Editor Constitution: For many 
years the committee on southern lit- 
erature and indorsement of books 
has been placing in foreign libraries 
valuab'e collections of books on south- 
ern history and literature, until at 
this time the Bodleian librery at Ox- 
ford, the Sorbonne and the American 
library of Paris, and the Parliamen- 
tary library, of Canada, are well sup- 
plied with such literature. This work 
was tnken up when reports reached 
the U. D. C. of the absolute dearth 
of any such literature on the shelves 
of these great libraries, and they 
felt that the honor wf the south de- 
manded that they should make an 
effort to supply to the readers at 
these centers of learning, proper and 
correct irformation about the south, 
her people, her institutions and her 
history. 

No one should know this better 
than yourself, Mr. Editor, for the 
columus of your valuable paper were 
at the service of this committee from 
the very beginning of this work, and 
to your help they owe much of their 
success. 

But a new and even more pressing 
phase of book collecting is now 
brought to the attention of the chair- 
man of this committee, and its im- 
portance will be best explained b 
the inclosed letter from Professor E. 
L. Riley, of Washington and Lee 
university. 

Miss Mary D. Carter, historian of 
Upperville chapter, U. D. C., who has 
always been most active in works of 
this kind, had induced the family of 
the young student, Everitt Maner, de- 
ceased, to place in his memory a 
southern memorial library at that 
university and received from Profes- 
sor Riley the letter referred to. On 
readinz this communication it seem- 
ed to your correspondent that the 
time certainly had come when we 
shonld address ourselves te the work 
of locating valuable southern books 
ond otter documents stored away per- 
haps on dusty shelves, and placing 
them, Professor Riley says, in 
our southern institutions of learning, 
where they will be safe in the hands 
of sympathetic teachers and inves- 
tigators, 

The time is coming when the works 
of those who took an active part in 
the war between the states—authors 
liks Jefferson Davis, Alexander Ste- 
phens, John B. Gordon, Mrs. Pickett, 
General Richard Taylor, Dr. William 
Jones and many others who wrote 
from personal experience of the 
events they have chronicled, cannot 
be had for love or money. They have 
long been out of print. Shall our 
young people go north,,to learn the 
truth about their people or shall they 
cross the Atlantic, to read these val- 
uable records in the Sorbonne or the 
Bodleian or the American library of 
Paris? 

Our southern people should awake 
to this situation, and appeal to all 
who still own such books to give them 
to our leading universities, and espe- 
cially to those which, like the Wash- 
ington and Lee university, are truest 
to the traditions of the south.

Professor Riley’s Letter. 

In writing to Miss Carter, 
fessor Riley says: 

A southern memorial library in General 
Lee’s university would be a most fitting 
tribute to the memory of Everitt Maner and 
his Confederate uncle and I cannot think 
of a memorial that would be more pleasing 
to General Lee, if he were living, or one 
that would be more useful to the young 
men of this country. 

Such a memorial if adequately financed 
would enable me to carry out a long-cher- 
ished desire to make this university the 
center of training in southern history, to 
which young men will come from all parts 
of our country, and from abroad to learn 
the truth about the south, and to imbibe 
the spirit and traditions of our people. I 
have written and lectured about the south 
for many years, but have always been 
hampered by lack of books, though our col- 
lection will compare favorably with that 
of other institutions. 

You are aware of course, that many of 
our most valuable collections of southern 
books have been bought by northern univer- 
sities, particularly by the universities of 
Chicago and Wisconsin. Several years age 
Professor Dodd told me that he had a 
yearly allowance of $1,500 with which te 
buy southern books. Many of the most val- 
uable of these books are out of print, and 
ean be procured only at rare intervals. It 
seems w.ost unfortunate that northern unl- 
should be able to gather this

precious material to place in the hands of re 


unsympathetic teachers and investigators, 


while poverty prevents our own from ac- 


quiring them for a better use.

When the follicle or cavity from 
which the eyelasn grows Decomes In- 
fected and suppurates, the condition 
is called hordoleum (the Latin mean- 
ing of which is “barleycorn ) but the 
hordoleaginous layman, with little ap- 
preciation for the demands of science, 
ealls it a stye.

It may happen 
again and again, but rest assured, in 
all medical and profane literature their 
ig no record of a stye on any other 
part of the human body. The eyes 
have it. Thumbs and ears are abso- 
lutely immune, 

It is rather curious how certain 
organs specialize, us it were, in certain 
diseases which never involve other or- 
gans at all. Pneumonia, for instance, 
so regularly affects the lungs that we 
take it for granted when we hear of 
a case, that the lungs are affected 
even though the news does not specify 
which organ suffers the brunt of the 
iliness. Bright’s disease is exclusive- 
ly a kidney disease, neuritis in- 
variably involves one or more nerves, 
and poisoning, whatever be its source 
or cause, is alwsys toxic.

The Geography of Modesty 


“A Chinese woman would not think 
of exposing to the public gaze her 
bound feet, a lady of Yap would never 
be seen promenading down the mud- 
hut boulevard of her native village 
without her woven necklace of hibis- 
cus leaves, though her grass skirt 
were her only garment, and the Mo- 
hammedan woman of a few years ago 
would not be seen without her veil. 

“Modesty has a geography all its 
own,” says a bulletin from the Wash- 
ington (D. C.) headquarters of the 
National Geographic society, in con- 
nection with the winter fashion de- 
crees from Paris.: 

Keep Finger Tips Hidden. 

“Alexander von Humboldt, who 
traveled extensively over the world 
known in the eighteenth century, re- 
corded in his travels that some of 
the central Asian peoples are reluc- 
tant to let any one see their finger 
tips. A traveler who visited the 
Alaska coast, in the same century, 
found that native women, after ne 
had persuaded them to remove an 
ornament which made the lower part 
of the mouth protrude two or three 
inches, were greatly embarrassed. 

“It seems paradoxical that clothes 
originated out of the desire for orna- 
mentation rather than for warmth. 
Arabs of the hot deserts of Arabia 
and Africa are fully swathed in flow- 
ing garments, which only in part 
serve as protection from the heat, 
while the Patagonians, from the cold- 
est portion of the South American 
continert, wear only the skin of one 
animal as a kind of windshield. Onur 
word, modesty, came from the Latin 
modus, meaning measure or standard, 
and the clothing which was customar- 
ily worn therefore become our first 
conception of what was the proper 
or modest thing to wear. Each of 
the world’s peoples consequently 4as | 
its own standards. 

Petticoat Embarrassed Her. 

“The explorers who first came to 
American shores found that the Carib 
Indian women, who simply wore em- 
broidered girdles, often appeared 
without this single garment, but they 
were never so remiss as to forget to 
paint their bodies with annatto, a 


unclothed, had in some _ wmysterious 
manner acquired a petticoat which 
she put on for special occasions, but 
it seemec. to have the effect of making 
her thoroughly ill at ease. 

“The Chinese women are among the 
most demure and modest in the world, 
but they wear trousers And, furth- 
ermore, some of them would be hor- 
rified at the immodesty of a skirt. 

“The beaches of American seaside 
resorts would pain the fine sensibili- 
ties of the Sumatra and Celebes sav- 
ages, who consider it highly improper 
to expose the knees. 

The Snaggle-Tooth Mode. 

_ “In one of the New Hebrides islands 
in the Pacific, a married woman can 
be modest only by being snaggle- 
toothed. Part of the wedding cere- 
mony consists of relieving the lady of 
her two middle incisors by smashing 
them with a rock. 

“Some of the Mohammedan women 
of the Sahara region will tear off their 
last garment to cover their faces upon 
the approach of a stranger. The de- 
mure Breton maiden wears a cunning 
little close cap, because it would be 
dreadfully immodest to uncover her 
hair. Sturdy German peasant women 
paddle around their homes and fields 
in dresses that just escape their knees, 
but they would be shocked at the idea 
of wearing a dress which was open 
at the neck. 

“In the Tonga islands a man would 
consider himself thoroughtly unpre- 
pared to appear before his fellow mor- 
tals unless he was tattoed, and the 
Marquesans follow much the same 
practice, the amount of the decoration 
varying with the rank of the indi- 
vidual, but the legs are always tat- 
tooed from ankle to thigh. Warriors 
have themselves done in geometrical 
designs with squares and inverted tri- 
angles on their faces, and the women 
are ornamented in patterns which re- 
semble fine lace-work. Some of them 
wear loin cloths and girdles of tapa 
cloth, a fabrie made from the bark 
of the breadfruit tree.

So 1 say 
nothing about the predisposing causes, 
since 1 know nothing about them. In 
my book I went into the question of 
redisposing causes more tboroughly, 
but the book is practically sold out 
now and I ean afford to admit I don't 
know anything about that. Even in 
the book I didn't say so very much 
about it. ‘The book was to bring only 
$2 a copy, and the author's share of 
that would scarcely cover a full-grown 
stye. I covered the subject as well 
aa I could. 

Treat a stye as you should—I don’t 
say as you would treat a boil. For all 
practical purposes it is a boil and if 
you handle it septically, as laymen 
usually handle boils, you'll find your- 
self an experienced stye culturist be- 
fore the season is over. Don’t handle 
it at all. That's the first rule, and 
nobody but a surgeon ever learns to 
follow the rule. Don’t poultice— 
that’s the second rule, which the great 
mass of boil and stye growers never 
can learn. I see no objection to of-} 
fering prayer or stoutly denying that 
there is anything the matter. 

One of the hailowed medical tradi- 
tions is that stye may be aberted by 
the early and prolonged application 
of hot boric acid solution compresses, 
but the touching of the poin: of origin 
on the edge of the lid with pure 
phenol or with pure tincture of iodine 
(either of which would be extremely 
dangerous to get in the eye, so this 
sheuld be done by a physician), or 
by the application of a strong solution 
of zinc sulphate to the lid margin at 
the first sign of inflammation. I have 
never known any o* these methods to 
succeed, nor has any other coctor that 
I have ever known to be truthful 
about it, but it is a well-established 
tradition, and if i were as careless as 
some writers I might say it is advised 
by “eminent spectalists.” Just who

Answer.—-The standard formula for 
“syrup of white pine and tar” in- 
cluded a good dash of morphin when 
I last studied it. If the alcohol and 
chloroform are all the narecotie dope 
in the formula now, JI 4on’t believe 
it will do any harm except procrasti- 
nation. On the other hand, I don’t 
believe the white pine, tar or other 
expectorants in such a concoction are 
of any positive remedial value in the 
average case. If the narcotics were 
omitted entirely, euch “cough medi- 
cine” would meet with little demand.

He was 
the son of that dynamic genius, Mr. Wa)- 
ter Newman Haldeman, the team-mate ad- 
viser, friend and business partner of Mr. 
Henry Watterson. 

His mother was Mrs. Elizabeth Metcalf 
Haldeman, and his tender devotion for thia 
marvelous woman was extraordinary. The 
adoring love of this mother and this son 
for each other was one of complete beauty. 

He honored his father and mother, and

Lord, his God, gave him. 

Graduated in 1869. 

In the fali of 1865, he entered Kentucky 
Military institute, and he received his 
bachelor of arts decree in 1869, and his 
master of arts degree in 1871. 

On November 30, 1876, he married Miss

Although a peerless leader in the demo- 
eratic party councils of his city, state and 
the nation, he never sought a public of- 
fice ‘ut preferred to give the influence 
of his great prestizge to his friends.

He was a delegate from the fifth Ken- 
tucky district tc fhe national democratic 
conventftons of 1892, 1896. 1912, and 
delecate-at-large in 1904 and 1908. 

He was a member of the national 
mittee from 1915 to 1921. 
dent of the Kentucky Press association in 
1910, and under his brilliant leadership as 
president of the Jefferscn Davis Home as- 
sociation, the great obelisk to the president 
of the Confederacy was successfully fi- 
nanced and completed. 

He waz colonel of the famous old Louis- 
ville legion, first Kentucky infantry, na- 
tional guard, from April, 1906, to Julv 
1909. He was adjutant general of the state 
of Kentucky 1911-1912. 

le was elected commander for life of 
the Orphan brigade, C. 8S. A., September 
8, 1915. He was made general commander 
Kentucky division, U. C. V. in 1910, and 
served until 1915. He was elected com- 
mander-in-chief of the United Confederate 
Veterans April 1, 1923, and reelected at 
the last reunion, 

Member Presbyterian Church. 

He was a member of the Presbyterian 
denomination, and an elder in his church, 
His financial gifts to denomination, edu- 
cation and general charities were frequent 
and generous. 

His spirit knew no malice, 
pulse of vengeance ever sought 
his bosom. He loved his fellow men, and 
his constant coneern for the welfare of 
Confederate soldiers and his loving service 
for them and their inerests will ever form 
a bright page in Confederate history.

Abundance of Cheap Money 
Marks General Improvement 


New York, November 16.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—With confidence 
greatly increased as‘a result of elim- 
ination of political uncertainty and 
with the markets buoyant, optimistic 
views prevailed in business and finan- 
cial quarters during the past week. 


Renewed emphasis was placed om 
the favorable nature of the economic 
situation. Improvement in the po- 
sition of the agricultural districts, 
restoration of economic peace in Eu- 
rope, the well-liquidated condition of 
industry and the abundance of cheap 
money all were considered to promise 
strong support for the revival that 
started during the latter part of the 
summer. 


Reports from the _ steel industry

wus released by the election. There is 
no boom, but prices, after several 
months of weakness, were showing a 
firmer tone. ‘There has been a size- 
able buying movement in pig iron. 
Meanwhile steel ingot production in- 
creased during October for the third 
consecutive month, thus following a 
precedent set by pig ft.on output. Op- 
erations in the steel industry as a 
whole continued at a rate slightly 
above 65 per cent of capacity. 
Consumption Heavy. 
Another industrial report that em- 
phasized the clear-cut nature of the re- 
vival, related to cotton consumption 
during October.

Additional strength to the statis- 
tical position of cotton was furnished 
by the export figures for October. The 
total of 947,000 bales sets a new high 
record for recent years at least. 

These October exports follow un- 
usually heavy shipments during Sep- 
tember. 

Under these circumstances and de- 
spite the larger government crop es- 
and continued fine weather, 
prices were firm. 

Grain Sshows Life. 

Grain prices shared the buoyancy 
of securities with wheat, pressing for- 
ward to new highs for the year. The 
May delivery sold above $1.64 a bush- 
el. Reduced crop estimatc; in Aus- 
tralia, Argentina and Canada were 
bullish factors, and increased the be- 
lief that world supply and demand 
would come to a close equilibrium. 

Evidence that the high volume of 
general trade is being maintained is 
furnished by the statistics on rail- 
road car loadings. For the week end- 
el November 1, the total was 1,073,- 
000, a larger figure than was achieved 
in the corresponding week of any other 
year. While the latest report shows 
a falling off from the showing of the 
previous week, this change merely 
reflects the normal seasonal tendency. 
As a matter of fact, the seasonal 
slackening of the traffic movement has 
come unusually late this vear.

Man With Mission. 

Professor Sharp is little known to 
newspaper men. His work has been 
far trom the spotlight of publicity. 
He is retiring in his disposition and 


'shrinks from the role of central fiz- 


ure :n such clap trap as is foisted 
upon the public by many modern 
press agents. 

But Professor Sharp has a mission 
to complete. His heart is ever cradled 
in the welfare of stinehardt. He 
broke a life-long precedent by relat- 
ing, first-hand, a story for newspaper 
publication. 

The story he told was not that 


of the young man who stvod between 


the plow handles and the young wom- 
an who had the hoe. He knew only 
a part of it. The writer knew the 
story at its origin, even though he 
was not the young man in the case. 

Professor Sharp's story was brief.

That was his message. It 
brief, but all the more powerful in its 
brevity. Its echoes will he taken up 
as a clarion call by the hundreds, 
yes thousands, of men and women 
who owe their successful present to 
Reinhardt. 

The story of Professor Sharp and 
Rinehardt has seldom, if ever, been 
set down in print. But it is a story 
that has one end anchored in the 
heart of struggling youth and the 
other anchored in the realms that 
ean be entered only through the 
grave.

Professor Sharp is prepared to make 
the most optimistic report to the 
North Georgia Methodist conference 
that he has made in the history of 
Reinhardt. He declares that the at- 
tendance during the past year has 
taxed the capacity of the institution 
and that the work done has been of 
the highest caliber that could be de- 
sired. . 

However, Professor Sharp declares 
with efual emphasis that Reinharit 
needs something, a very definite some- 
thing—a cash endowment of $100,- 
000. Almost half of this amount has 
already been subscribed and Professor 
Sharp hopes that the full amount will 
be subscribed within a short time. 

Need Student Loan Fund. 

Another great need at Reinhardt, 
declares Professor Sharp, is a_ stu- 
dent loan fund. There are scores of 
mountain boys and girls who apply 
for entrance to Reinhardt, Lut who 
have no funds with which to pursue 
their studies. Many of these young 
people gre admitted to the college, 
despite their lack of funds. They are 
permitted to work their way through 
college by doing various chores. How- 
ever, there is a limit to the number 
of students who can be admitted in 
this manner and the limit is pushed to 
capacity each year. <A: loan fund 
would relieve the situation to a great 
extent. 

Teachers, preachers, lawyers, busi- 
ness mien and women and many other 
fields of endeavor \have Reinhardt 
graduates included among their ranks. 
The larger portion of Reinhardt grad- 
uates 1s composed of men and women 
who have sacrificed to the limit in 
obtaining an education. They are in 
demand in every field of human en- 
deavor. 

_A department of vocational educa- 
tion has been added to Reinhardt and 
IS Operating under the direction of 
Professor Henry W. Derden.

FE] Paso, November 16.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Labor’s program 
in industry, politics and public af- 
fairs for 1925 will be formulated in 


the 44th annua! convention of the 
American Federation of Labor, open- 
ing here tomorrow. 

Spokesmen for some 100 craft or- 
ganizations in the United States em- 
bracing total membership of 3,000,- 
000, will participate. 

Departmental meetings and ses- 
sions of the executive council of the 
federation during the past week 
brought forth myriad prublems for 
the consideration of the assemblage. 
Recognition of soviet Russia, an is- 
sue in the federation conventions of 
the past five years; child labor; fu- 
ture activity in politics; education 
of employed people; labor banking; 
federal and state action io minimize 
ahd eliminate the causes of war, are 
among the questions with which the 
gathering will deal. The session prob- 
ably will run through the remainder 
of November. 

Business Starts Today. 
With the appointment at the open- 


ing session tomorrow morning of a 
committee on resolutions, the way 
will be opened for the presentation 
to the convention of all viewpoints 
on the many questions of a labor con- 
gress. 

The annual report of the executive 
council, reviewing the activities of 
the past year and recommending alter- 
nate approaches to problems of pol- 
icy, and an annual address of Presi- 
dent Samuel Gompers, at the open- 
ing session, scheduled for 10 o'clock, 
will be the first business. 

Representatives of organized labor 
in various countries, here as fraternal 
delegates to the American conven- 
tion, will address the early sessions. 

Two Joint Sessions. 

©. T. Cramp, of the Nationa! Union 
of Railway ‘fon, and A, Swales, 
chairman of British trades, will 
represent I h workers. Peter 
Grassman, vic: resident of the Ger- 
man Federation of Labor, will speak 
for his country. 

As the American convention goes 
into session here, delegates to the 
Mexican Confederation of Labor will 
begin their annual meeting in Juarez. 
A joint session of the two bodies will 
be held in Juarez Monday afternoon 
and on Tuesday the Mexican conven- 
tion will cross the Rio Grande to 
merge their meeting with the Ameri- 
cans’.
